Neverthe- 
less we  shall,  in  the  future,  endeavor  to  live  up  to  our  reputation  for  square  dealing 
as  fully  as  we  have  in  the  past.  No  complaints  will  be  considered  that  are  not 
made  within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  stock. 

Third — The  prices  annexed  do  not  include  the  boxes  or  bales.  A charge  is 
made  for  the  actual  cost  of  the  boxes  or  the  material  used  in  baling.

Or  by  the  Boston  & Worcester  cars  from 
South  Framingham,  getting  off  at  the  rear  entrance  of  the  Nurserv  and 
walking  north,  through  the  Nursery  to  the  office,  which  is  7 minutes  away. 
Or  the  Nurseries  may  be  reached  by  the  Boston  & Worcester  electric  cars 
from  Park  Square,  Boston,  from  which  point  cars  leave  every  15  minutes. 
Any  Chestnut  Hill  or  Brookline  Village  cars  will  connect  with  the  Boston 
and  South  Framingham  or  the  Boston  and  Worcester  cars,  either  of  which 
pass  the  rear  entrance  to  our  Nurseries.  All  conductors  are  familiar  with 
the  stop  at  the  Framingham  Nurseries.  The  running  time  by  trolley  to  the 
Nurseries  is  one  hour  and  ten  minutes.  The  fare  is  twenty-three  cents 
from  Boston.
